effort to hand on something in the hope that it will be as helpful to you 
aa it has been to me. 


In looking through some of: my notes over the period of Munich, in the 


fall of 1938, 1 find jottings of a conversation which I had with one of our 
important officials, who must remain 
unidentified. 


What he says always impresses me but I am the more 
impressed now that I check back and note what he 
was thinking- just after the Munich crisis. 


In substance, what he told me .then was as follows: 
"For a long time I have known and predicted, almost 


on time schedule, what the desperadoes were going to 
do. We knew Japan was going into China. We fore-, 
cast accurately what would happen. 


"The real situation was not at Munich but in the 


fact that Britain and France were not prepared and 
Hitler held a pistol to their heads. The British had 
been saying that Hitler was all right, that he would 
be reasonable. But when the time came, they found 
he wasn't. And he will cwitinue. Germany and Italy 
are not giving up Spain. I predict that within time 
you will see a drive in South America. 


"This is a desperate period of the world. (Note— that was in October 


1938, just after Munich.) We are being pulled back into the dark ages' 
You have the same thing going on in Asia and in Europe that you had in 
the dark ages, pillage, brutality, rape in China, beatings in Europe de-

One of the worst war evils is price inflation. In 1914 to 1918 it increased 


average American prices to 213 per cent of their pre-war level. The effect 


m human suffering is- devastating, and it does not 
cease with the guns or for many years.

Washington—The new iron and steel scrap 


embargo finally shut off one .of Japan's key 
military supplies, But few know that the door, 
still is wide open for another equally vital war 
material which is supposed to be under a drastic 
ban. 


On July 26 the president set Up a licensing 


system on exports of high-test aviation gasoline. 
Aimed chiefly at Japan, this move has been ef- 
fective—as far as it goes. It has stopped the flow 
of top U. S. aviation fuel to Nipponese war 
planes. 


But through a loophole as big as a barn door, 


Japan has been able, despite this supposedly 
strengent embargo, to obtain all the U. S. gas it 
needs for the bombers that are raining death 
and destruction on helpless Chinese cities and 
villages. This loophole is the little-noticed pro- 
vision that limits the embargo only to a certain 
super-grade of gas—87 octane and over. 


This type of fuel is essential for aiodern aerial 


warfare. Without it planes are not able to at- 
tain the great speeds necessary in dog fights 
and raids such as take place night and day over 
Britain. 


But Japan is not up against that kind of bat- 


tling. Its bombers and fighter planes face no 
aerial opposition. They have the skies to them- 
selves. They don't need super-gas. They can do 
just as well on lower octane fuel. Their job is 
no different than an ordinary transport plane's. 
They haul out a lotd of bombs, dump it and 
fly back. 


And bo, with high octane gas barred, the Japs 


have been using what they could get—and have 
continued their ruthless bombing without inter- 
ruption. 


The story is told in the following unpublished 


government figures. In the month after the im- 
position of the so-called embargo, Japan im- 
ported trom the United States 187,926 barrels of 
lower grade gasoline, or more than 20 per cent 
of all such exports during that period. 


Military experts say that Japanese planes, if 


necessary, can use ordinary motor fuels as long 
as they are not required to operate at very high 
speeds. 
SCRAP AUTHOR 


Real instigator of the airtight scrap embargo 


was not the war, navy or state department. It 
was a civilian—Defense Commissioner Leon 
Henderson. 


Also, although the embargo coincided with 


European and Far Eastern developments, its 
original motivation was not diplomatic but 
economic. 


On August 30, Henderson sent the president a 


memorandum strongly urging a "complete em- 
bargo on exports of all grades of iron and steel 
scrap." He advised this on two grounds: (1) to 
meet the rapidly mounting demands of the de- 
fense program; (2) to combat a sky-rocketing of 
prices. 


Roosevelt agreed with Henderson on his ar- 


guments, but held up action in order not to of- 
fend Japan. 


Aware that the axis was secretly pressuring 


Tokio to enter an alliance, the president pur- 
posely allowed Japan to obtain several hun- 
dred tons of scrap in the hope of warding off a 
Nazi-Jap tie-up. Not until it became clear that 
this appeasement policy was futile, did he turn 
to Henderson's proposal and crack down on 
scrap iron shipments. 
FRANKFURTER'S NEW CHILDREN 


For 21 years Justice Felix Frankfurter and 


his wife, the former Marion Denman, have led 
a very happy but childless married life. When 
Frankfurter taught at the Harvard Law school 
his home was the meeting place of students. 
And as a Supreme Court justice in Washington, 
young people still come to his home. But the 
Frankfurters have no children of their own. 


Now, 
however, they arc taking three refugee 


children into their home. They are the grand- 
children of Gilbert Murray, famous English 
writer and scholar. 


The children are aged 3, 11 and 12—consider- 


ably younger than the young government attor- 
neys whom the Frankfurters are accustomed to 
entertaining. 
AXIS STRATEGY 


The new strategy of the Axis powers is to 


concentrate against British forces in the Medi- 
terranean during the winter months when gales 
lash the shores of the United Kingdom. Mediter- 
ranean moves probably will take the following 
lines: 


1. Hitler will occupy the rest of France, 


which will Rive him important French ports 
on the Mediterranean, such as Toulon and 
Marseilles. 


2. Acting m cooperation with Spain, Hit- 


ler and Mussolini will launch a drive against 
Gibraltar and probably will be able to take 
it. 


3. Italian forces will bomb the Suez 


Canal from the air in an attempt to damage 
-sufficiently so that British ships cannot 
pass through. This would bottle up the 
British fleet in the Mediterranean, 


4. Italian and Nazi forces will attempt a 


drive through the Near East, cutting off 
British Oil supplies in Mosul and Iraq. 
While U. S. observers abroad have pretty 


good information that this is the Axis program, 
the question of whether it will succeed is an- 
other matter. The proposed operations in France, 
Spain and Gibraltar probably will be successful, 
but the drive on Egypt arid the Near East is not 
so simple. 


So far the Italians have not shown the ability 


to do it alone, and if they are to succeed they 
will need major support from Hitler.

That includes so many people that 


the 
Civil 
Service 
Commission, 


which is charged with administer- 
ing the act and prosecuting it in so 
far as civil service employes are 
concerned (something like 750,000) 
can't begin to enumerate the bor- 
derline cases. These won't be classi- 
fied probably until the courts ton 
appeal from hearings) have had a 
whack at interpreting the law. 


There are borderline violations, 


too. which hardly can be imagined 
until court precedence is establish- 
ed, but it won't take that to prove 
that the Hatch act has teeth. It has 
fangs in rows, and they are so sharp 
that any federal worker who gets 
over the years without getting his 
hide ripped oft on them will have 
to pick his political way with cau- 
tion. 


The amended Hatch act (it's only 


a little more than two months old) 
not only 
made political 
activity 


verboten, but provided for the Civil 
Service Commission to define "po- 
litical activity." It was no dictionary 
job. you can bet. and it is just now 
that Chairman Harry B. Mitchell of 
the commission has gotten around 
to pointing out to the federal thou- 
sands just where some of these big, 
bad teeth arc. 


Can't Talk About It 


For instance, 
any 
government 


worker caught on the job even dis- 
cussing whether Wendell Willkie or 
F. D. R. will be the 
next Presi- 


dent may find himself in the army 
of the unemployed forthwith. Under 
the Constitution. 
Congress 
can't 


take away the right of free speech 
off the job, but on the job—that's 
different. 


A Hatch actor's free speech, even 


off the job, doesn't include making 
political speeches, 
seconding mo- 


tions in political assemblies, saying 
yea or nay in political conventions, 
or otherwise talking out of turn 
about anything that has to do with 
party politics. 


Election bets are out and to such 


an extent that even wagering a 
marshmallow flip on whether the 
sheriff will get in again might turn 
out to be one's cause of departure.

They can't serve at polls or 'give 


voting Johnnies a lift in the old

West opened a low heart, 
won by declarer's nine. A club re- 
turn knocked out West's ace and es- 
tablished five club tricks, but these, 
v.ith the 'spade ace and two heart 
tricks, left South one tantalizing 
trick short of his goal. West, on 
winning with the club ace. returned 
& heart, and East had only to win 
the first diamond led by declarer 
and return his carefully preserved 
third heart. 


On the surface, the bidding bad 


been quite reasonable and the con- 
tract a "normal" one. Yet I have 
serious fault 4o find with South's 
second bid. Presumably he felt that 
his hand was not strong enough to 
bring home a minor suit game. Per- 
haps this was so, but surely there 
was equal reason to double the suc- 
cess of a three no trump contract. 
The important fact is that South's 
own distribution was in no sense 
favorable to no trump play. The 
bulk of the tricks would obviously 
have to come from the club suit it- 
self. If that suit proved to be solid, 
due to North's supplying the nec- 
essary fillers, three outside tricks 
still would be needed. At no trump, 
South's singleton spade was a dis- 
tinct liability, but with clubs as 
trump,

Finally, if the club suit were not 
solid, no trump play would offer a 
decided hazard, perhaps be defeat- 
ed several tricks, whereas at clubs, 
a sure club loser would be only a 
trick, not a time unit as well.

FIRE-MAKING METHODS 


When I was in the fifth grade, 


this question came up in the class. 
room, "Which is more important, 
fire or water?" 


At that time it seemed to me 


that water was more important. A 
person might live without cooking 
food, and he could go to • hot 
climate to keep -warm. 
Without 


water, on the other band, he would 
die; so would all plants and all ani- 
mals of sea, land and .air. 
' 


Today I think of a very big point 


which has something to do with 
the question. The sun gives us heat 
because it is burning in one way 
or another. Scientists are not sure 
just what kind of burning goes on, 
but it is "fire of some sort." 


Without the sun, there could be 


no plant or animal life on earth. 
This bright and beautiful earth — 
which ought to be a happy place 
for everyone — would have no trees 
or grass, no flowers, no people. ' 


We say that wood burns, anjl 


that is true. Yet it could not burn 
if the air around it did not contain 
oxygen. 


The gas called "oxygen" exists 


in air— about one-fifth of the air 
is made up of it. It is needed when 
wood, paper, coal and other things 
Durn. 


If a stub of a candle is placed 


on a table, a test can be made to 
prove that point. The candle is 
ighted, and then a water glass- 
upside down — is placed over it.
